THE CRIMINAL. 
BY CHARLES SWalz. 
The dingeon walls were dark and high— 
‘The narrow pavement bare—. 
No sunlight of the blessed sky 
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hey fer brothers, end

three women with them, who were treated as 
their wives, and several children, with whom 
they traversed the mountainous and thinly settled 
parts of Vi into Kentucky, marking their 
course with - Their histery is wonderful, 
as well from the number and varicty, as the in- 
credible atrecity of their adventutes; and as it 
has never yet appeared in print, 1 shall compress 
within this letter a few of its prominent facts. 
**In the autumn of the year 1799, a young gen- 
tleman, named Langford, of a respectable fumi- 
ly ia Virginia, set out from this state for Ken- 
tacky, with the intention of passing through the 
Wilderness, as it was then called, by the route 
generally known as Boon’s Trace. On reach- 
ing the vicinity of the wilderness, a meuntain- 
ous and uninhabited tract, which at that time 
separated the settled parts of Kentucky from 
those of Virginia, he stopped to breakfast at a 
public hoose near Big Rock-castle River. Tra- 
vellers of this description—any other indeed 
than hardy woodemen—wrre unwilling to pass 
singly through this lonely region; and they ge- 
nerally waited on its confines for others, and 
travelled through in parties. Mr. Langford, 
either not dreading danger, or not choosing to 
delay, determined to proceed atone. While 
breakfast was preparing, the Hatpeé and their 
women came up. Their appearance denoted 
poverty, with but little regard to cleanliness; 
two very indifferent horses, with some bags 
swung ecross them, and a rifle gun or two, com- 
posed nearly their whole equipage. Squalid 
and miserable, they seemed objects of pity rather 
than of tear, and their ferocious glances were at- 
tributed more to hunger than to guilty passion. 
They were entire strangers in thet neighborhood,

bled'in the common, perhaps the only room of 
his little ina, to sit down; but thé Harpes declin- 
ed, allegmg their want of money as the reason.

“*< few days after, some men who were con- 
ducting a drove of cattle to Virginia, by the same 
road which had been travelled by Mr. Langford 
and the Harpes, had arrived within a few miles 
of the Big Rock-casile River, when their cat- 
tle took fright, and, quitting the road, rushed 
down a hill into the woods. collecting them, 
the drovers discovered the dead body of a man 
concealed bebind a leg, and covered with brush 
and leaves, It was now evident that the cat- 
tle ha! been alarmed by the smell in 
the road, end as the body exhibited marks of vio- 
lence, ® was at ence suspected thet a murder 
had been perpetrated but recently. The 

was taken to the same house where the Harpes 
bad breakfasted, and recognised to be that of 
Mr. Langford, whose name was, marked upon 
several parts of his dress. Suspicion fell upon 
the Harpes, who were pursued and apprehended 
near the Crab Orchard. They were taken to 
Stanford, the seat of justice for Lincoln county, 
where they were examined and committed by an 
inquiring court, sent to Danville for safe-keep- 
ing, phe yk ot for trial, as the system of dis- 
trict courts was then in operation im Kentucky. 
Previous to the time of trial, they made their 
escape, and proceeded ‘to Henderson county, 
which at that time was just beginning to be set- 
tled. ' 

‘*Here they soon acquired a dreadful eelebri- 
ty. Neither avarice, want, nor any of the usual 
inducements to the commission of crime, seemed 
to govern their conduct. A savage thirst for 
blood—a deep-rooted malignity against human 
nature, could alone be disco\ ered in their actions. 
They murdered every defenceless being who fell 
in their way, without distinction of age, sex, or 
color. Inthe night they stole secretly to the 
cabin, slaughtered its inhabitants, and burned 
their dwelling—while the farmer who teft his 
house by day returned to witness the dying ago- 
nies of his wife ‘and children, end the co ra- 
tion of his . Plunder was not their 
object: travellers they robbed and murdered, 
but from the inhabitants they took only what 
would teve been freely given to them, and no 
more than was immediately necessary to supply 
the wants of nature; they royed without hay- 
ing suffered injury, and without the prospect of 
gain. A negro boy, riding to a mill, with « bag 
of corr, was Seized by them, and his brains 
dashed out: against a tree; but the horse which 
he rode and the grain were left unmolested.

From a Paris Letter im the Court Journal. 
THE DUKE OF ORLEANS. 

Speaking of the wealth of the Duke of Or- 
leans, it may not be amis to notice the peculiar 
economy observed in his household. His table 
and that of his domestics are ied by con- 
tract; and he is his own salesman for the naga 
part of the produce of his land—so that he 
knows at once his income and his outgoings.— 
Every horse in his stable has a fixed allowance 
of food, and means are taken to prevent their 
being cheated of it; anda careful account is kept 
of the disbursements of the family; yet, with all 
his economy, the Duke of Orleans is not mean 
of parsimonious. He is charitable, and even ye- 
nerous, but his wealth increases daily. Even 
the new improvements in the Palais Royal, al- 
though a splendid addition to the agremens of 
that celebrated spot, will prove advantageous to 
him in a pecuniary point of view; for one shop 
in the old wooden gallery, there are now two in 
the new passage; and you may form an opinion 
of the income arising from them, when I tell you 
that the smallest shop, with two very small 
rooms (one above and one beneath) lets for 
3,000 francs per annum, and the larger sized at 
8,000 francs. It is gratifying to know that, with 
all his wealth, the Duke has not forgotten the 
hour of adversity. Not long ago, a friend of 
mine, an artist, having waited upon him by or- 
der, was shown all his paintings and prints. — 
The Duke, at length, stopping before a print 
which represents a young man giving lessons of 
school (at Geneva) said, ‘*‘ Mr. F , do you 
recognize that tutor?—it is myself. I have more 
pride in that print than all my collection; it re- 
minds me of one of the most laudable acts of my 
life—of the true pride of independence, whic 
induces me to prefer honest support, arising 
from my own labour, to the comparative splen- 
dour which might have been procured from the 
compassion of Princes.’’

The editor of the New Yorx American,

its position in the midst of a populous city 
the best means, as well as the highest in- 
ducements, to be —hut what it never yet has 
been—an University. We hope yet to see 
that day.

The Lory Cuancettor of ENGLAND, in 
the speech from which we gave a short ex- 
tract yesterday, madg the following statements 
respecting the despatch of business in the Court 
over which he presides. This description, of 
‘what may take place in all cases, and actually 
occurs in many,’’ should be preserved by our le- 
gal friends, to stop the mouths of clients dispos- 
edto grumble at the law’s delay in our own 
Courts:—*If, in a court of common law, a cause, 
after it was set down for trial, should not come 
on for trial till 18 months had elapsed, you 
would say, although the cause was then finally dis- 
posed of by a jury, and the j dgment followed 
the verdict as of course, that it was a great evil 
to the suitor. But even that consideration will 
convey to you no idea of the evil to which I am 
adverting. In the Court of Chancery, when a 
cause is called on, 1nd a decree is pronounced, it 
is net improbable that an appeal may be lodged. 
The appeal is set down for hearing, or the cause 
is set down for rehearing: and thus another 18 
months may elapse before it is decided. When 
the decree is pronounced, it perhaps directs a 
reference to the Master to make inquiry on 
several matiers. Months may elapse: but the 
Master at last reports. Exceptions are taken 
Ne his report: they are set down for hearing 
band another twelvemonth may elapse before they 
‘come on for argument. The exceptions would, 
perhaps, be allowed: the other party, dissatis- 
fied, apptals against them: the case is again set 
dowa for rehearing, and twelve months more 
elapse without any thing being done. If the 
judgment be again in favour of the exceptions, 
the case is again sent back to the Master’s 
office. The same: period of delay again takes 
place: a second report is then made, to which 
also eaceptoons are taken, which would have 
again to be set down for hearing, and to come 
on for argument. Thus the same course is 
again to be run; and if, ultimately, the report 
should be confirmed, it is set down for further di- 
rections.: Other 12 months elapse before it is 
heard. A decree is then pronounced; an appeal 
is lodged against that decree, and the same pe- 
riod of 12 months must again elapse before the 
appeal can be decided.

A violent thunder gust passed over. the city 
about 11 o’clock last evening. The wind blew 
with great violence for a short time, and the 
rain poured down in torrents. The lightning 
was uncommonly vivid, and the flashes came in 
such succession that it was scarcely possible to 
distinguish between them. In the midst of the 
storm a thunder bolt strnck two tall Lombarby 
Poplar trees in Mercer-street, a little above 4th 
street, and descended to the ground, ripping off 
the bark from the bodies of the trees and shat- 
tering them to pieces. A branch of the light- 
ning from the main body entered a small wooden 
tenement about twelve feet high, in which were 
three colored persons, and the gable end of 
which came in contact with one of the trees. 
One of the occupants, a man named Squires 
Charity, who had retired to his bed in the gar- 
ret, but who arose and descended a step ladder 
to the ground floor, was struck down instantly 
dead. His wife whom he had left but a minute 
before, in bed, and a man who also lay on a bed 
in the room where Charity was killed, and not 
more than 5 feet from where he fell, both mi- 
raculously escaped unhurt. Charity was very 
much burnt about the face and across the breast. 
The hair on his left temple was singed off, 
and his clothes were rent in several places. The 
lightning is supposed to have entered by a stove 
pipe which leads out of a window at the side of 
the house, although no traces of it can be dis- 
covered by any rents in the roof or walls of the 
building. The tenants of a house standing only 
a few feet off, on a line with the building 
struck, were all more or less affected in differ- 
ent ways by the shock.—Some were nearly 
prostrated to the floor, and con:plained of se- 
vere pain in their heads and limbs, others of 
stupor and prostration of strength. There was 
a lightning rod on a house not more than 150 
feet distant, but we could pot discover that any 
part of the fluid was attracted to it.—.V. F.

BUFFALO HARBOR.

NAVY OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The Navy of the United States now consists 
of seven ships of the line, seven frigates of the 
first class, four frigates of the second class, 
twelve sloops of war, and seven schooners. The 
oldest vessels are the frigates United States, 
Constitution, and Constellation, all built in the 
year 1797. There are now building in the Uni- 
ted States, seven ships of the line and six fri- 
gates. Of the rank of lieutenants and upwards 
there are 325; surgeons, and surgeons mates, 
97; pursers, 41; chaplains, 9; midshipmen, 445; 
sailing masters, 30; boatewains, 17; gunners, 19; 
carpenters, 13; sail makers, 14. In the marine 
corps there are, one colonel, nine captains, and 
39 lieutenants. The oldest officer in the navy 
is John Rogers, president of the board of com-

Within a few days we have recorded the loss 

| Of several valuable lives by the effects of light- 
| ning, and if the history of the past is taken as a 
| guide to the future, many others will be added 
| to the list before the warm season closes. Un- 
| der these circumstances it is the dictate of pru- 
| dence, and a regard to self-preservation, to 
; make use of such Means as Providence has 
placed in our power, to gaard against so terrible 
and destructive a fue. The discoveries of Frank- 
lin on this subject, though founded in reason and 
tested by experience, are but little regarded in 
practice. fu this city, especially, the proportion 
of buildings protected by a conductor, is surpris- 
ingly small. ‘The cost is very trifling in com- 
parison with the value of the buildings, and still 
less when contrasted with human life; and yet 
so general is the impression of self security, that 
in general no precautions are used. We can 
scarcely hope that any thing which we can say, 
will have the least eflect in overcoming a negli- 
gence so inveterate. 

We will, therefore, quote from the Mechanics’ 
Magazine, some directions which may be proper- 
ly followed in a thunder storm, by persons who 
occupy dwellings to which conductors are not 
attached. And we will barely premise, that a 
gentleman of Boston is now living and in health, 
who was sitting between the two persons lately 
killed in Conway, Mass. when the event took 
place, and who would in all probability have 
shared the same fate, had he not resorted to one 
of the expedients here suggested. Ie remem- 
bered to have heard a remark of Franklin, that 
a chair without a back, in the middle of the 





‘room, with the feet of the occupant on the round, 


was a comparatively safe position in a thunder 
storm, and adopted it accordingly. The conse- 
quence was, that he escaped nearly uninjured, 
while his companions on the right and left were 
instantly killed. The following is the communi- 
cation above referred to:— ‘ 
Sir,—Witl you permit an individaal who has, four 
times in the course of his life, nearly become a vietim to 
lightning, or a thanderbolt siriking a house, and making 
its way into the interior, to inquire, whut would be the 
best precaution to tuke, or the best meansto adopt in an 
apartment, effectually to guard aguinst the danger of be - 
ing struck by lightoing during a thunder storm? J am, 
&e. FULMEN. 
We extract the following directions on this 
head from a common-place book—Places of 
the greatest safety in a thunder storm —In case 
a thunder storm were to happen while a person 
‘is in the*house, nor furnished with a proper 
conductor, it is advisable not to stand near 
places where there is any metal, as chimneys, 
gilt framea, iron casements, or the like; but to 
go into the middle of the room, and endeavour 
to stand or sit upon the best non-conductor 
that can be found at hand, as an old chair, stool, 
&c. It is still safer to bring two or three mat- 
trasses or beds into the middie of the room, 
and, folding them up double, put the chair upon 
them; for they not being such good conductors 
as the walls, the lightning will not choose an in- 
terrupted course through the air of the room 
and the bedding, when it can go th a 
continued and better conductor, the wall.

walls on every side, and from the ceiling above 

and below, affords the safest situation a person 

can have in any room whatever, and what, in- 

deed, may be considered quite free from danger 

of any stroke of lightning. If a storm happens 

whilst a person is in the open fields, and far 

from any building, the best thing he can do is 

to retire within a small distance of the highest 

tree or trees he can getat; he must by no means 
go quite nearthem, but should stop at about 

15 or 20 feet from their outward branches; for 
if the lightning should fall thereabout, it will 
very probably strike the trees, and ehpuld a 
tree be split, he is safe enough at that-@istance 
from it; besides, from repeated observations, it 
has been ascertained that the lightning by no 
means descends in one undivided track, but 
bodies of various kinds conduct their share of 
it at the same time, in proportion to their quan- 
tity of conducting power.
